According to the annual report 
submitted to the commission by its 
chief engineer, W. H. Cobb, con- 
truction in 1947 will break all pre 
ious records. 
A total of 4,322 miles of rural 
ines were built .last year, 
com- 


iared with ah overall, total of 15,- 
73 miles prior to that time. An 
estimated 9,'805 'miles will be built 
his year: 
The report revealed that 83.4 per 
cent of the 'entire state has been 
allocated for rural electric deve- 
opment. Some 61 per cent of that 
'igure has been assigned.to rural 
co-operatives,'37 per • cent to pri- 
vate power companies', 'and
